——•'WHEREAS, Coronavirus disease 2019 (CGVlD-19) is defined as illness caused by a 
novel coronavirus which was first identified amid an outbreak of respiratory illness cases in 
Wuhan City, Hubei Province, China. It was initially reported to the World Health Organization 
(WHO) on December 31, 2019. Common signs of infection include respiratory symptoms, fever, 
cough, shortness of breath and breathing difficulties. In more severe cases, infection can cause 
pneumonia, severe acute respiratory syndrome, kidney failure and even death. On January 30, 
2020, the World Health Organization (WHO) declared the COVID-19 outbreak a global health 
emergency; 

WHEREAS, to date the Department of Health (DOH) reporte^PIforty nine (49) new 
confirmed cases of the Coronavirus Disease (COVID-19) cases in the cotmtry; 

WHEREAS, the Epidemiology Bureau (EB) of the Department of Health (DOH) is also 
currently in coordination with concerned Local Government Units and Centers for Health 
Development for localized response and implementation of infection prevention and control 
measures;

Section 1. This Ordinance shall apply to ail private and public schools in all levels, 
government halls and offices, private offices, commercial establishments such as malls and 
tenants, department and grocery stores, hotels and tenants, motels, inns and the like, gaming 
facilities, amusement centers, gym and sports facilities, banks, convenient stores, independent 
stores/shops, restaurants, service centers, hospital and medical facilities within the jurisdiction of 
the City of Paranaque. 

Section 2. The City Health Office and Public Information Office shali take steps to 
disseminate the Ordinance and to conduct massive information dissemination for the public and 
the private sector to cooperate with the local and national government in implementing measures 
to prevent the advancement of local transmission of Coronavirus. 

Section 3. The Ordinance reiterates and empowers the right of the public, consumers and 
concerned citizens to demand the installation of alcohol sanitizers in all entrance and exit doors 
and installation of soaps in restrooms from any private and public schools, government halls and 
. offices, private offices, commercial establishments such as malls and tenants, department a: 
grocery stores, hotels and tenants, motels, inns and the like, gaming facilities, amusemeri' 
centers, gym and sports facilities, banks, restaurants, service centers, hospital and medical

N Section 4. Funding - Funds for the implementation of this Ordinance shall be taken from 
the Emergency Funds of the City and Emergency Funds of each respecti ve barangay.

Section 6. Penalty Clause — All commercial and private establishments which shali not 

comply to the provisions of this Ordinance shall be subject to penalties. /
